Mr. Wisner: 


Referred to a list of proposed items for use (black) in 
connection with our de-Stalinlzation program and in response to 
a query from the Director stated that he concurred in all of these 
items with the exception of the one referring to Stalin as the 
person who broke the backs of the Kulaks. The Director agreed. 
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Briefly reported on a meeting with the Stassen Disarmament 
Group on 11 May and noted that a discussion had been held about 
what to do should the Russians wake a unilateral announcement of 
a reduction of Armed Forces* The Director said it might be well
